Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 21 , 22, 24-31 , and 33-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "master subsystem 
further includes a master programmable logic core having an array of 
dynamically configurable arithmetic logic units, said master programmable logic 
core configured to receive said meta-data and implement at least one router a 
application level function", when such system is considered within the specific 
structure of the device recited in claims 21 and 36. The prior art of record fails to teach 
or make obvious the steps of or means for "first MP-block is further configured to 
split said network data into an audio portion and a video portion, and recombine 
said audio portion and video portion", when such block is considered within the 
specific structure of the device recited in claim 31 .
